The Didsbury Municipal Library 
recorded a small $4,900 deficit in 201.1 
on revenues of $300,400. 

The number was released as part of 
the annual report presented to a group 
of volunteers and supporters on March 
18 during an open house at the library. 

Inez Kosinksi, director of the 
Didsbury Municipal Library, said the 
number could easily have been a sur¬ 
plus had some of the grants the library 
applied for in 2013 been approved. The 
library dipped into its operating sur¬ 
plus to cover the deficit. 

In an interview, Kosinski said the 
library will have to closely watch how 
it spends the money it takes in this 
year. 

“(The deficit) is a concern. Our bud¬ 
get is created as a balanced budget 
and our goal is to spend as much as we 
take in ... we’ll just have to monitor 
our spending this year,” she said.

Town investigates water leak in 


West Point Bay

Town crews repaired 
a water leak in West 
Point Bay last week in 
which water was leak¬ 
ing from a resident's 
water line into the 
storm sewer. 

While the initial leak 
is the responsibility of 
the property owner, 
town staff got involved 
once the water flowed 
off the property and 
into the storm drain, 
said Greg Skotheini, the 
town’s manager of pub¬ 
lic works. 

Staff tested the water 
and found that it was 
chlorinated water, indi¬ 
cating that the water 
W'as from a service con¬ 
nection. 

“Staff saw water flow¬ 
ing into the sanitary 
manhole from the side 
of the manhole and we 


tested that and it had 
chlorine in it. So we 
knew we had a prob¬ 
lem," he said. 

There was no disrup¬ 
tion to water service in 
the area. Skotheim said 
town staff were unable 
to determine whether 
the leak was caused by 
a worn pipe at the point 
of connection. Staff 
noticed the issue about 
three weeks ago. 

Skotheim said the 
same problem occurs 
about four to five times 
every winter and is 
caused by water migrat¬ 
ing to areas where 
there is less frost, then 
it comes to the surface. 
It is usually caused by 
weakened water con¬ 
nections or older pipe 
that happen over time 
w ith the onset of colder 
winter temperatures. 

“These things happen 
in the wintertime with 


the frost, sometimes 
water travels a long 
way before it comes to 
the surface, or it comes 
into a manhole or a 
storm sewer. As a town, 
we’re working hard to 
... reduce our unme¬ 
tered water consump¬ 
tion. That’s something 
that’s a priority now," 
he said.

Bedford 
resignation 
a political 
bombshell 

The resignation of Premier Alison Redford is a 
first-rate disaster for the ruling PC Party - and a 
glowing and unprecedented opportunity for its 
Wildrose, Liberal and NDP opponents. 

For rural Alberta the demise of the controversial 
and divisive Redford regime means local elected 
officials will have to redouble their efforts over the 
following months if the issues facing the region are 
to remain on the provincial political agenda. 

And with those issues in 
West Central Alberta includ¬ 
ing the need for ongoing sup¬ 
port for roads and highways, 
flood protection, health care, 
education and a myriad 
of other things, the stakes 
couldn’t be higher. 

At the provincial level, 
with an election now only 
two years away, Redford’s 
resignation gives the PCs 
precious little time to find 
and elect a new leader and 
then to have him or her 
somehow turn the party's 

fortunes around. 

.And if the PCs’ very poor showing in recent opin¬ 
ion polls is any indication, that may prove to be a 
very difficult, if not impossible, task. 

For the official Opposition Wildrose Party, which 
is eryoying very strong public support according to 
those same recent polls, a chance for nuqor gains 
in the Alberta political arena has suddenly material¬ 
ized. 

Wildrose Leader Danielle Smith has already set 
out some of her vision for the coming pre-election 
fight, calling the PCs a beaten and worn-out party 
now unfit to rule. 

“What we’ve witnessed during her short 29 months 
as premier is the clearest indication yet that the PC 
party cannot be fixed,” said Smith. 

“The problems with this party and with this gov¬ 
ernment run far too deep for one leader to change 
- no matter how noble their intentions are or how 
deeply they’re committed to them.” 

Whether Smith can maintain her party’s momen¬ 
tum in the run-up to the next election campaign will 
be well worth watching. 

The Liberals and the NDP also call Redford's res¬ 
ignation a clear sign of a ruling party in ruins and 
disarray, unfit to continue in power. Yet can Liberal 
Leader Rjq Sherman or NDP Leader Brian Mason 
finally convince Albertans that their respective par¬ 
ties are viable alternatives to the PCs? 

The resignation of Alison Redford is a political 
bombshell that will impact not only the ruling party 
and its opponents, but also opens up opportunities 
and challenges for local elected officials faced with 
doing all they can to meet widespread needs across 
the region. 

Hopefully the battle now underway in the PC 
Party to replace Alison Redford won’t leave rural 
Albertans and the needs of their communities out 
in the cold.

Questions abound about curling club 


Re: “Didsbury curlers pica with 
town over finances," p. I, Feb. 
11 Didsbury Review 

A little background history. 
The Didsbury Curling Club 
— valued at about $750,000 in 
1998 - was funded and built by 
sponsors and volunteers and 
then turned over to the Town of 
Didsbury for a mere $50,000. 

The Town of Didsbury budget 
breakdown per department bro¬ 
chure states revenue from the 
Didsbury Curling Club is $50,700 
for rent and power, of which 
$34,428.04 is rent ($5,306.04 
plus GST per month, times six 
months). The total town rev¬ 
enue for the Didsbury curling 
rink for the whole year is gener¬ 
ated by the Didsbury Curling 
Club. Puzzling. 

How can the town be running 
a deficit of $84,131 for the oper¬ 
ation of the curling rink when 
all expenses such as power, 
gas, ice maintenance and janito¬ 
rial services are paid for by the 
Didsbury Curling Club while 
renting the facility? 

Very interesting question lead¬ 
ing to further questions. What 
and who are the other renter 
or renters paying for the other 
six months? Does the town 
have another renter for six 
winter months who is willing to 
pay $34,428.04 rent plus utili¬ 


ties should the curling club be 
closed down? Intriguing. 

On the Town of Didsbury web¬ 
site it shows that no town staff 
is allocated to the curling club 
as the curling club is respon¬ 
sible for icemaker and janitorial 
wages. So once again, how can 
the curling club be a deficit to 
the town? This was showcased 
as a black eye on the Didsbury 
Curling Club. 

As a renter, why should the 
curling club be responsible for 
a capital expenditure such as 
the replacement of a compres¬ 
sor? Has the issue of hot water 
being supplied by the Didsbury 
Curling Club to melt the 
snow from the Zamboni been 
resolved? 

A few years ago the Didsbury 
curling membership was over 
250. However, due to the high 
rent and utility bills they have 
had to increase their fees, 
which are presently the highest 
around, and this has resulted in 
declining memberships (folks 
dropping out of curling or going 
to curl elsewhere). 

The Town of Didsbury has 
money to support basketball in 
the curling rink during the sum¬ 
mer to keep kids active and off 
the streets; great idea. Didsbury 
High School has 175 students 
and Westglen has 150 students 


that use the rink for their physi¬ 
cal education programs, which 
extends into the junior curl¬ 
ing program after school. Why 
single out one sport to not sup¬ 
port? 

Lawn bowling is dead; now 
curling could be. Which sport is 
next? Possibly figure skating? 

Yes, it all boils down to cost. 
Note that revenue from the 
aquatic centre is $297,422, and 
expenditures are $724,705. The 
Town of Didsbury should be 
charging for use of ball dia¬ 
monds and soccer fields, as it 
takes town employees to main¬ 
tain these grounds (parks shows 
a deficit of $260,088). It is my 
understanding that the Didsbury 
golf course pays $1 to the town 
for use of the land. Is this fair? 
After all, as a taxpayer, a $1 
return on 24 hectares of land 
does not compute. This is main¬ 
ly an adult facility. 

Who has these answers? How 
can we get these answers? 

Share your concerns by for¬ 
warding letters to the editor of 
the Didsbury Review. 

Other communities see the 
value in having a curling club 
and are supported by the munic¬ 
ipality in rent or cost of utilities. 
Why not Didsbury?
